Gentlemen: Your Committee of the Whole begs leave 
to report the following: 

Resolution from the United Counties of Northumberland 
and Durham was endorsed to request the Minister of Agri- 
culture for the Province of Ontario to strongly object to any 
importation, manufacture, or sale of oleomargarine in the 
Province of Ontario. 


Resolution was endorsed from the United Counties of 
Northumberland and Durham that the Province of Ontario 
make a yearly grant to all Hospitals in the Province, this 
grant to be made according to bed patients accommodated, 
and all hospital rates be standardized to conform with the 


condi'ions of the grant. 


Resolution from the County of Brant was endorsed sup- 
porting Brant County in its appeal to the Dominion Govern- 
ment requesting that they pay an equitable sum to all 
Counties in which there is an Indian Reservation, towards 
payment of Administration of Justice costs on that Reserva- 
tion. 


Resolution from the County of Welland was endorsed 
that Sections 360 and 361 be placed back in the Municipal 
Act and left as it has been for years. 


Resolution from the County of Lanark was endorsed that 
a resolution be forwarded to Col. Hon. T. L. Kennedy, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, drawing his attention to the neglect of 
weeds on the railway right-of-ways. 


Resolution from the County of Wentworth was endorsed 
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that the Dominion and Provincial Governments be requested 
to assume liability for the maintenance of immigrants re- 
quiring hospitalization and other welfare services until they 
become established and self-supporting for at least one year 
subsequent to their entry into the Province of Ontario. 


Resolution from the County of Kent was endorsed as 
being opposed to the action taken by the representatives of 
Boards of Health and Municipalities in recommending to the 
Departmen: of Health that Board members remain on Boards 
of Health for a minimum of from two to three years. If this 
stipulation is embodied in the regulations it means that the 
Boards may be composed of members none of whom would 
be members of County Council, which could result in losing 
their control of the Boards. 


Resolution passed at the Annual Meeting of the Ontario 
Hog Producers’ Association was endorsed recommending to 
The Pere Marquette Railway and the Michigan Central R. R. 
that they reduce the minimum car weights for live stock to 
10,000 lbs. and that shipping conditions be in accordance with 
other railway companies transporting hogs in Ontario. 


The Resolution was carried that the County Clerk’ be 
authorized to apply to the Minister of Municipal Affairs for 
the right to increase the fees above $2.00 for hawkers and 
peddlers. 


The Motion was carried that non-residen* auctioneers be 
charged a license fee of $26.00 for a full year and $16.00 for a 
half year. 


A Resolution was carried that the By-Law pertaining to 
a County Health Unit remain in the Committee of the Whole 
until the November session.

A By-Law to amend the By-Law adopting a Plan of 
County Road Improvement and to establish a County Road

A By-Law of the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk for licensing regulating and governing Auction- 
eers. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that By Law No. 614 of the 
Corporation of the County of Norfolk and all amendments 
thereto be repealed and a new By-Law passed in the place 
and stead thereof. 


1. BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Council of. the 
Corporation of the County «:-f Norfolk in Council assembied 
that By-Law No. 614 and all amendments thereto are hereby 
repealed. 


2. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED by the authority con‘ain- 
ed in The Municipal Act, Section 436, Sub-Section 4 and 
amendments thereto that it shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to sell or put up for sale by public auction within the 
County of Norfolk, any goods, wares, merchandise or effects, 
without first taking out a license for so doing in the manner 
hereinafter provided. 


(a) It shall not be lawful for any licensed auctioneer to 
put up for sale, or sell by public auction any goods, 
wares, merchandise or effects, within the County o7 
Norfolk, without first producing his license, issued 
under this by-law if required to do so by any rate 
payer of the said County. 


(b) This By-Law shall not apply to a Sheriff or Bailiff, 
offering for sale, goods or chattels seized under an 
execution or distrained for rent. . 


(c) This By-Law shall provide for prohibiting the grant-

ing of a license to an applicant who is not of good 
character, or whose premises are not suitable for the 
business of auctioneer or are upon a residential or 
other highway in which it is deemed not desirable 
that the business should be carried on. 


3. The County Clerk shall cause to be prepared a sufficient 
supply of licenses under this By Law in a form to be ap- 
proved by the Warden, such license to be signed by the Coun- 
ty Clerk issuing the same and shall be sealed with the Cor- 


porate Seal of the County of Norfolk, and shall be in force 


from the date thereof to a date written in the license but shall 
not be in force after and including the thirty-first day of 
December nex thereafter and the Clerk shall issue one of 
such licenses to any person applying therefor, whose respect- 
ability is vouched for by at least two rate payers of the Coun- 
ty upon receipt of the fees hereinafter mentioned, such fees 
shall be received by the Clerk and shall be accounted for and 
paid into the County account. 


4. The fees to be paid for licenses shall be as follows: 


(a) For a resident of the County of Norfolk where the 
license is applied for prior to the thirtieth of June $15.00. 


(b) For a resident of the County of Norfolk where the 
license is applied for after the first of July, $10.00. 


(c) For a non-resident of the County of Norfolk where 
the license is applied for prior to the thirtieth of June, $ 


(d) For a non-resident of the County of Norfolk where 
the license is applied for after the first of July, $ ..... 


(e) That a fee of one dollar is to be paid to the County 
Clerk issuing the license under this By Law, to be paid by 
the applicant, except free licenses ordered by the Council. 


5. The County Council may by resolution passed, after 


? 
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due notice, at any regular session, direct that the clerk, issu- 
ing such license, should grant a rebate of such sums, as the 
Council directs, to any applicant who becomes a bone fide 
resident of the County of Norfolk. 


6. The licensee shall at all times, whilst carrying on his 
business, have his license with him and shall, upon demand, 
exhibit it to any Municipal or Peace Officer, and if he fails 
to do so, shall, unless the same is accounted for satisfactorily, 
incur a penalty of not less than $1.00 or more than $5.00. 


7. If a Peace Officer demands the production of a license 
_ by any person to whom the By-Law applies and the demand 
is not complied with, it shall be the duty of the Peace Officer, © 
and he shall have power to arrest such person without war- 
rant and to take him before the nearest Justice of the Peace 
or Police Magistrate there to be dealt with, according to law. 


8. For every breach of or offence against the provisions of 
this By-Law, every person who so offends shall, in addition 
to any penalty provided by Statute, be liable to a penalty or 
fine of not more than $25.00 nor less than $10.00, and costs 
recoverable under The Ontario Summary Convictions Act, 
before a Justice of the Peace or Police Magistrate having 
jurisdiction, such fine to be paid, one half thereof to the in- 
former and the other half to the County Treasurer to the use 
of the County. 


9. The Provisions and proceedings set forth in the Ontario 
Summary Convictions Act with respect to the proper pro- 
cedure to be taken upon any complaint, charge or charges 
made against any person or persons upon Summary Convic- 
tion, may be had and taken as aforesaid against any person 
or persons for any breach or breaches of this By-Law and of 
its terms and the proceedings of the Ontario Summary Con- 
victions Act are hereby declared applicable hereto and are
